Bab- 
son, prominent statisticlan and au- 
thorHy on business affairs, who ad 
dressed the Board of Trade at Cal- 
gary recently. 

Mr. Babson deult with the location, 
the climate and the resources of the 
country and to the characterlatles of 
the people who comprise its popula- 
lion. He spoke of the emigration of 
the Canadian youth to the United 
States, and deprecated the fact that 
more about Canada is not taught in 
the universities in order that stu 
dents might be shown that to go to 
the United States is but to live on 
milk and honey for a few years only

Dealing in detail with this exodus, 
which has been taking place from 
Canada to the United States, the 
speaker declared that, during his 
travels in Canada he has made a 
point of inguiring from the young 
people whom he has met, to find out 
what their primary ambitions are. He 
has found here anany young people 
from the British Isles and Australia 
who are staying in Canada only until 
their quota in the United States may 
be thrown open. 

“In your unlversitles and colleges, 
you are teaching your young people 
about history and the sciences and 
law, but are you teaching them 
enough about Canada?” he asked. 
“Are you teaching them anything 
about Canada’s abundance of re 
sources? Are you telling them the 
truth about the economics of Can- 
ada?” 

Much ¢an be done to really assist 
(hese young people by educating 
them (o the true economic condition 
of the United States. <At present 
(hat country, he continued, is bear: 
{oy forward in a great wave of pros: 
perfty, but the wave cannot always 
last; the stock markets, cannot al 
ways continue to go up. There must 
bo a time when the tide will swing 
the other way and when the depres- 
sion comes, the Canadians. the ling- 
lish, the Scotch and the Australians 
will be the first to be cast out of em- 
ployment. Much can be done to pre: 
vent this disaster for them by a pro- 
per method of education, he contin- 
ue. 

Canada, he declared, has the pro- 
per climate because a temperate cli- 
mate Is necessary for the bullding of 
slurdy, viriie manhood. Such n cll 
male has always been responsible for 
the raising of the races of men, who 
have contributed the most to the 
world’s progress, and the  speakes 
gave example in the development of 
the United States to show that the 
large majority of the men who' really 
conttibuted most to the upbuilding of 
the nation’s greatness came from tho 
northern climates.

One Inch Of Rainfall Deposits 113 
Tons Of Water On Each Acre 
One does not usually associate rain 
with great weight. Even when the 
clouds let loose a torrential down-

“If spring shooting of 
game birds had not been abolished 
throughout North America in 1916 
there would not now be left a sufll 
cient number of birds of eertain im. 
| portant specics to provide shooting 
for anybody, either in spring or fall.” 
This considered opinion of a Cana- 
, dian game conservationist brings in- 
;to high rellef the benefits of the Mi: 
|gratory Birds Treaty between Can- 
ada and the United States and the 
{Acts which implement it. The com- 
| Blete extinction of the passenger 
| pigeon shows that this is not an over: 
| statement, for while the case of the 
; passenger plgeon presents peculiar 
features, nevertheless the fact re: 
maing that this bautiful and useful 
bird was exterminated because of 
lack of protection at the spring nest- 
ing time. The passenger pigeon in 
the 80’s of the last century flocked 
{n Canada and the northern United 
States by millions, yet so rapid was 
the process of extermination that this 
bird had completely disappeared 
nearly thirty years ago. 

This and other facts concerning the 
posslble practical extermination of 
some of our remaining species of mi- 
gratory game birds—geeso, ducks, 
elc—have led to the general accept: 
ance by sportsmen of the prohibition 
of spjring shooting as a necessary 
provision, Under the old plecemeal 
methods of local regulation on the 
one hand, and the decreased area of 
breeding grounds and increased efll- 
ciency of hunting arms on the other, 
mnany species of migratory game birds 
were, before 1916, dwindling in num- 
bers In a most rapid and alarming 
manner. Crossing as thoy; did provin- 


state, and‘national boundaries {fn 


thelr seral-annual flights, the birds 
could not be protected unless tha 
regulations were continent-wide. 
That was secured by the Treaty and 
like good sportsmen the different pro- 
vinces and states are playing tho 
game. In the United States tho 
shooting of ducks and geese stops on 
January 31, so that these birds ars 
protected on tkeir northward flight 
to Canada. 

Everyone knows that there is no 
surer way to exterminate any animal 
or bird than to pursue and harry it 
Immediately before and during tho 
breeding season. Taking into consid- 
eration that every bird arriving in 
Canada has survived a winter and 
two migrations, {t 1s probably not 
over the mark to say, from the stand- 
point of bird conservation, that each 
bird killed in spring is the equivalent 
of four or five killed in tho autumn. 
Tho abolition of spring shooting, ac- 
cording to reports from all parts of 
the country, has increased the fall 
flights, and birds are now nesting in 
localities where they had not been 
seen for so long that people had comv 
to believe they had never nested 
there. The object, of course, in theso 
measures ig not to reduce human pro- 
fit and pleasure but to increase it by 
perpetuating and increasing the num- 
bers of the animals or birds concern- 
ed. Spealdng of the country as a 
whole.

Curb British Money Lenders 


New Bill Contains Restrictions Which 
WII Benefit the Public 

The Moneylenders Bill which has 
passed the British House of Com- 
mons and is now before the Iouse of 
Lords, ig practically certain of a sate 
passage to the Statute Book. The Bill 
is expected to come into force next 
New Year’s day. Its provisfons are:— 

(1)—Every moneylender must talce 
out an annual Hcense costing £15, in 
respect of each of his offices; (2) 
Moneylender’s circulars are declared 
illegal, unless asked for; (3) 
Moneylenders may advertise only in 
n specified form; (4) Moneylenders 
may not employ canvassers (touts) 
or agents. 

(5)--Memoranda of contracts must 
bo signed by borrowers and copies 
supplied to borrowers within seven 
days; (6) Contracts must show the 
date of the Joan and the interest per 
cent, per annum; (7) Compound in- 


terest, and increase in the rate of: 


interest for default, are prohibited; 
(8) Moneylenders must supply on 
the borrower's demand at any thme a 
record of the state of any loan. 
(9)-~Interest is limited to 48 per 


cent. per annum, unless proof can he | 
produced that higher interest is not: 


“harsh and unconscionable.” (10) 
Preliminary charges are forbidden, 
und there Is a general limit of twelve 
months from the date of default to 
actlons by moneylenders; (11) 
eatlons) to Scotland, but not te 
Northern Ireland.

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Home Of the Cave Men 


Evidence That Scotland Wag Inhabit- 
ed In Prehistorlc Times 

Teyidence that Scotland was Inhab- 
ited by cave men in the chilly days 
of the old stone age Kags been obtain: 
ed as a result of excavation in caves 
of northern Scotland. 

James EB. Cree, who directed re- 
searches in four caves, under a grant 
jfrom the Royal Society of London, 
has reported the discovery of two hu- 
man skeletons {in connection with 
boneg of bears and other animals of 
sete elimates. 

Tvurther evidence of man’s occupa- 
tion of the caves in ancient times was 
found in a lower level of gravel con- 
taining antlers and bones of reindeer 
together with tools of reindect horn, 
antlers cut and scratched by human 
| beings, and bits of charcoal which 
‘showed that fires had been burning. 

These finds are the first indication 
that there were any human beings in 
Scotland as far back as the Paleo- 
lithic era, which ended some 10,000 
years ago. Mr. Cree’s researches 
have disclosed the first bones of 
caye-bears and Arctic foxes to be 
found in Scotland. 

Turther search for traces of stone 
age culture will be made during the 
summer, it Is planned.

Explanations and Comments 


1, David Made King Over Judah, 
2.38, 4—-David went northward with 
all his household and his men, some 
six hundred of them (1 Sam, 27.2; 1 
Chron, 12) from Ziklag, where he had 
been living with the Philistines as 
their vassal, and there settled in 
Hebron and in the citles round about* 
Hebron. ‘hither came the men of 
Judah and anointed Davids king over 
the house of eJudah. “How much 
choice they had in the matter is difMfi- 
cult to say. The master of a devoted 
‘band of seasoned soldiers was a very 
dangerous man to eject. On the other 
| hand, the public defense was Hkely to 
‘be well attended to by such a man, 
and then David had always been well-

If. The Dual Kingdom, 2.5 to 4.12. 
--A period of seven and a half years 
\is covered by the text omitted from 
our lesson, during which David was 
king of Judah, and Ishbosheth, the 
son of Saul, was king of the Northern 
| Tribes. During this time there were 
continual feuds between the rival 
‘generals, Abner on the north and 
Joab on the south, though we have 
the record of only one battle. David 
seems to have kept out of the con- 
tests. Hls power constantly increas- 
ed, while that of Isbosheth, who 
seems to have been only a tool in the 
hands of Abner, decreased. Then Ab- 
ner made overtures to David to make 
the Jatter king of Isracl. Perhaps Ab- 
iNer was moved by selfish motives, 
ibecause he saw that Ishbosheth’s 
star was waning, or perhaps he re- 
sented the suspicion of Ishbosheth 
that he was seeking the throne him- 
self in taking to himself one of Saul's 
secondary wives.

Mountaineers | 
Fail Again 


Towering Ice Wall Prevents Scaling 
Of Mount Robson 

The great ice wall that guards the 
approach to the summit of Mount 
Robson turned back the two parties 
from the mountaineers of Seattle who 
sought to reach the peak, and another 
gallant failure must be added to the 
many that have been the lot of most 
Alpinists who have pitted the strength - 
and skill of man against the might of 
this giant peak of the Canadian 
Rockies. 

The mountaineers admit their de- 
feat, but in their losing fight against 
insuperable odds, they added anoth- 
er brilliant chapte: to a history which 
Is bright among the Alpine Clubs of 
the world. ‘ 

On their ascent from the floor of 
the valloy to the high camp.,_ they 
fought a driving rain and low lying 
clouds which made progress diflicult 
and dangerous. Higher than that they 
had to contend with sleet and later 
again, when the weather cleared, 
with snow that was often waist deep. 

Over and through all these obsta- 
cles they struggled only to find their 
Way finally and completely barred by 
the great ice cliff that threw a barri- 
cade across the only approach to the 
summit. More than elghty feet high, 
In some places a full hundred, this 
lerrific wall of ice rose almost per- 
pendicularly from the’ lower glacier. 

There was no way up it, no way 
;around. To make either attempt 
was to court instant death. ‘There 
was nothing to do but retreat and 
leave the honors with the monarch 
of the Rockies. 

For this year at least the battle 
of the mountaineers with Robson Is 
over, It is a truce only. Some other 
day they will come back until their 
colors of white on a background of 
green float from the silver turban of 
this giant of the north. Meanwhile 
they will content themselves with 
iascents of lesser peaks, the sentries 
line colossus Resplendent, Numm, 
Whitehorn and the other mountains 
that riso from this beautiful valley 
where millions of flowers of a mil- 
ion hues bloom even to the edge of 
| the glaciers, and snow-capped peaks 
[pias girdle it meet with the skies in 
an eternal tryst. 


Establishing Airplane Bases 


Three Bases Will Be Completed At 
Early Date In Hudson Bay 
Strait Area 
The Bay Rupert, the Hudson's Bay 
Company's ship which was on the 
the rocks off the Labrador coast, has 
been hauled off without serlous dam- 
age and has continued her voyage. 
Radio messages to tlis effect were 
received recently by the marine de- 
partmnt from the government sleam- 
er Beothic, which is carrying tho alr- 
plane expedition north to the Straits. 
The Beothic reported that the site 
of the first seaplane had been select- 
ed at a polnt near the northeast tip 
al Labrador at the eastern outlet of 
the Straits. Two of the six Fokker 
seaplanes will be left there with avia- 
;tors and mechanics, a doctor and as- 

sistants, 

The second base will be established 
midway up the Straits, and tho third 
at the western end where the Stralts 
join Tludson Bay. It is expected by 
the commander of the expedition, ac- 
cording to the radio messages, that 
the three bases will be completed 
within three weeks and flying opera- 
tlons will begin at once.

‘Scandinavian States 
Have Outlawed War 


Series Of Treaties Eiisure Peace For 
All Tine : 

Stockholm.—By a series of unse- 
stricted treatles of conciliation and 
arbitration, war has already been 
“outlawed” between Sweden and her 
|Seandinavian neighbors, as well as 
with a number of other European 
| countries, Prime Minister Carl G. k- 
man declared in an interview. 

“Of course,” said the Premier, “if 
one of the parties breaks the con- 
tract, war may break out just the 
same, but it will not be Tegal.’ 

“We have agreed with these coun- 
tiies that all disputes, no matter how 
serious, are to be arranged pence- 
fully. The methods of procedure dif- 
fer slightly in each case, but the effect 
is the same. What we can not settle 
by direct negotiations or by arbitra- 
iUon will be decided by the JInterna- 
Uional Court of Justice at ‘The 
Hague.” 
| ‘The states with whieh Sweden has

are Denmark, Finland, Norway, Hel-

Poisaneus In Native State 


Made From Root Which 
Contains Deadly Acid 

Tapioca is known as a mild and 
i delicate food, but in its native state 
| it contains a polson so deadly as to 
kill within a few minutes the persons 
who should eat the root of the bitter 
leassaya, from which tanloca Is made. 
The poison found in the juice of the 
iroot is called hydrocayanic acid, and 
its flavor and odor is familiar to 
| those who have eaten a bitter almond 
or the kernel of a peach pit, since 
both of these contain it in small 
quantithey. ‘This dangerous acid is 
easily driven away by heat. 

he cassava plant, or manioc, as it 
also is called, is a native of South 
America and furnishes a staple food 
for the Indians thers. There are two 
varicties, the bitter and tho Sweet. 
The latter is not polsonous and can 
be eaten raw or used as a fresh veg- 
etable. But it is the bitter cassava 
that is more valuable, for it is from 
this one that tapioca is made from 
the starchy part of the roots.

Longer Life 


Science and Sanitation Making Pro- 
gress In Conquest Of Disease 

Several months ago Dr.: Charles [1. 
Mayo said that man’s age had been 
lengthened an average. of only 5 
years from the sixteenth century 
down to 1875; but hag been increased 
an additional 13 years in the half cen- 
tury which has since elapsed. The 
average is now 58, as compared with 
40, and, according to Dr. John <A. 
Kingsbury, the time is coming when 
it will exceed the “alloted span” of 
70 years. Science and sanitation are 
making real progress in the conquest 
of disease. 

It must be borne in mind, however, 
that forces are operating to reduce 
the span life as well as those which 
are organized to increase it. Tho 
speed at which men live is sending 
them to the grave with hardened ar- 
teries, Artificial foods are adding to 
the diMiculties of tho situation. Ma- 
chinery is taking its constant toll of 
life. Toronto is a city where the 
deaths from motor accidents do not 
approach the record of many Ameri- 
can centres, yet automobiles killed 
36 in Toronto during the first half of 
the present year—as many as dled 
from typhoid, smallpox, measles, 
searlel fever and whooping cough 
combined. And in addition to the 
machines which swoop down on man 
and injure him or destroy him, there 
are those others which He In ‘wait 
and seize or cut him if he goes tov 
near their lair—the saws and‘ belts 
and cranes and myraid other devices 
that cannot be made fool-proof. 

In thinking of the agencies whirh 
are prolonging life, it is therefore 
to include Safety First 
propiganda with. sanitation, surgery 
and medicine. The man who invents 
new safeguards for dangerous ma- 
chines, or who educates the public to 
avold dangers, is enrolled for the re- 
duction of the nation’s death rate just 
as surely as a man~who works in a 
laboratory to discover new menas of 
combating disease.——Toronto Star.

Aviator Had Narrow Escape 


Headlong Nearly 
Four Miles Before Parachute 
Opened 

After a headlong fall of nearly four 
miles through space, a French avia- 
tor, Jean van Laere, suffered merely 
from a rush of blood to his head 
caused by the dizzy drop. 

Van Laere's parachute failed to 
open when ho leaped from his plane 
at an altitude of 7,000 metres and 
remained shut until by some miracu- 
lous atmosphere shock it suddenly 
opened when he was 100 metres 
(about 330 feet) from the earth. The 
aviator’s fall halted abruptly and he 
dropped gently down into a tree, 1u 
the forest of Carnelle, near Beau- 
mont-Sur-Oise, over which he had 
been flying. = 

Stunned by his long fall the air- 
man hung only half conscious in the 
branches of the tree for some time 
until he was discovered by members 
of the Forestry Service, who lowered 
him to the ground and carried him to 
their hut, where, after a couple of 
hours’ rest, he regained lucidity and 
was ablo to glre an account of his 
aerial adventure. 

Van Laere was making a test flight 
from Villacoubly Flying Field. Flying 
over tho field, he climbed to a height 
of 7,000 metres when his respirator 
for-some reason stopped functioning. 
_ While choking in his efforts to ad- 
just the respirator, Van Laecre said, 
he lost control of the plane and de: 
cided he would haye to jump to save 
himself. He succeeded in leaping 
clear with the parachute, but when it 
failed to open he believed that he 
would be killed. 

“Y am astonished to find 
alive,” said the aviator. 

The plane was found totally de- 
molished and almost wholly buried 
under the ground a few hundred 
yards from the spol where the aviator 
landed.

Old Time Indian Chiefs Who Were 
Loyal To the Government 

Western newspapers are liberal in 
their praiso of Chief Thunderchild, 
who died on-his reserve near Saska- 
toon a few days ago. Ho is said to 
have been the last of the old-time 
Chiefs, and as such signed one of the. 
half-dozen treaties in the seventies 
by which the red man_ surrendered 
his prairie domain to the advancing 
whites. 

Thunderchild fllustrated how for- 
tunate Canada has been in its rela- 
tions with the aborigines, He was one 
of the Chiefs who refused to join Riel 
in tho Rebellion of 1885, and remain- 
ed loyal to the Government with 
which he had made a covenant a few 
years earler. The organization of 
the Northwest Mounted Police in f874 
was a wise move by the Canadian 
Government, and the Indjans soon 
learned the value of the force a3 a 
protecting agency for them. 

Crawfoot, the wise Chief of the 


*| Blackfoot tribe, out near the foot- 


hills, expressed well the view of tho 
enlightened Indian when he signed 
the Blackfoot ‘Treaty in 1877. “If the 
police had not come to the country, 
where would we all be now?” he said. 
“Bad men and whiskey were killing 
us so fast that very fcw indeed of us 
would have been Ieft today. The 
police have protected us as_ the 
feathers of a bird protect it from the 
frosts of winter.” 

Crowfoot, too, refused to join in the 
rebellion, and he welcomed the rail- 
way as the natural instrument of tho 
white race which in the Canadian 
West had befriended the natives who 
had to glye way to new conditions.— 
Toronto Globe.

Underground Vaults In Bank Of 
England Are Burglar Proof 

Although workmen engaged on tho 
new underground yaults of the Bank 
of England, where all of Great Bri- 
tain’s gold reserve will rest, are 
guarded from prying eyes by armed 
policemen, some details have leaked 
out regarding what is said to be the 
world’s hardest job of safe cracking. 

Underneath the present bank are 
concrete walls fifty feet deep and 
seven fect eight: inches thick. If 
somebody with felonious intentions 
were to tunnel through these he 
would come into 2 passage patrolled 
by guards and protected by every 
known alarm system around all four 
sides of the treasure. 

Once in this passage way the 
cracksman would have to cut through 
doublo grills of steel. The next step 
approaching the swag of several hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in gold 
would bo to cut through doorg of 
solid stecl weighing 24 tons each. 
This would take oxy-acetylene drills, 
in the hands of experts at least three 
days. These doors can. be swung} 
with light pressure of one hand, if 
they are open, When they are locked 
it ig different.
